Two Miners Are 


Killed In Blast 
At Oceanic Mine 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal., Feb. 19. 
—One man was killed and two in- 
jured, perhaps fatally, in a rock 
Llast at the Oceanic Mine, in Cam- 
bria, thirty. miles north of here, 
today. 

The dead man is Antone Freitas.

M. A. Roche mine ,syiperintend- 
ent, braving the piosonous fumes 
and the possibility of a third blast 
entered the mine and ragged Frei- 
tas to the open. 

The explosion occurred at. the 
800-foot level of the mine, one of 
the oldest in the state, reopened 
recently after many years of idle- 
ness. 

A similar explosion 
January 7, when one 
killed and five others 
that time the Llast was said to have 
been caused by the open lamps 
worn by the miners. Electric lamps 
were substituted, but the mine au- 
thorities stated today that’ t fey be- 
lieve it Was a spark from one of 
these lamps that caused the ex- 
plosion.

The round pillow at the upper left of the group illustrated requires 
¥% yard of crépe de Chine or taffeta 36 or 40 inches wide, and % yard

The elder Stinnes, and his son 
Hugo, Jr, did not wait for formal 
treaties to end the World War to 
set his stheme in motion, according 
to the allegations of Tillman. 

Exactly one month after the 
Armistice had put an end to the 
fiehting, Ellis A. Hojer, acting for 

Industri and 
(‘Atlantica’), a 
Swedish corporation controlled by 
Stinnes, asked Tillman to transfer 
‘his’ American agencies. to this 
‘Swedish concern. 

Tillman had possession of the 
exclusive rights of a number of 
important business firms and cor- 
porations to sell in various coun- 
tries of Furope. : - 

In return for these exclusive 
rights, Hojer offered, according to 
Tillman a salary of $8,000 a year 
for three years, during which time 
he ‘was to devote himself entirely 
to the corporation and two per 
cent interest on sales to be made 
after $100,000,000 in credits had 
been established to pay for goods 
purchased. 3 

“After Hojer had spoken to me, 
said Tillman in an interview given 
some time ago, “a meeting was 
arranged. between Stinnes and my- 
self in Stockholm. I made it clear 
that I could not transfer my 
rights because the state depart- 
ment had not authorized American 
citizens to do business with Ger- 
many or in Germany. 

“The matter remained in abey- 
ance until, April 30, 1919, when a 
Heneral permit was granted by 
the War Trade Board of the State 
Department. - 

“On May 65, Stinnes’ son, Hugo 
Stinnes, Jr., arrived in Stockholm 
and I had my first interview with 
him, during which he asked me 
to take upon myself the director- 
ship and management of a Swedish 
firm. I was to turn over my 
agencies to the company, which I 
did. I was plso to act as purchas- 
ing agent for raw materials in 
the United States, which materials 
Were to .go to Germany. 

Tillman alleges that after turn- 
ing over his property to the 
Stinnes’ Swedish corporation and 
devoting his time and energy ae 
the corporation, the Stinnes faile 
to furnish the collateral necessary 
for the establishment of the $100.- 
000,000 credit as they had agreed 
to do and that the only compensa~ 
tion he had received was @ little 
over $10,000. ;
